Nine years ago, when the Com- 
munists raised the issue of un- 
employment insurance, most peo- 
ple regarded it as an unrealizable 
dream, while government officials 
from the President down, and 
certainly the employers, regarded 
it as an extreme “radical” proposal 
to be killed at all cost. But great 
changes occurred since then. With 
January 1, 1939, all but Montana 
and Illinois pay unemployment 
benefits. These two states will be- 
gin to pay on July 1. 

New York workers received the 
first $100,000,000. Other states re- 
ceived proportionately similar 
amounts. Those are benefits as a 
result of the pioneering work in 
which the Communist Party 
showed the way. 

Nevertheless, it is only a ‘begin- 


Criticism of the Act and amend- 
ments have come from two main 
sources—from the workers and pro- 
gressive people who fought to make 
unemployment insurance a reality, 
and from some employers and reac- 
tionaries who dream of wiping the 
Act off the statute books or to make 
it so ineffectual that complete dis- 
credit and wiping out will be an 
easy matter later. 


TARGET OF TORIES 

Republicans made the administra- 
tion of the Act a target during the 
recent election campaign. But since 
these very Republicans fought 
against enactment of the Act, as 
they opposed all New Deal legisia- 
tion, their claims can only be taken 
as sO much fly-paper to catch votes 
in line with their latest style of 
pretending to be “up-to-date pro- 
gressives.” The proposals being made 
by those who contributed to Repub- 
lican election campaign funds, give 
further evidence of this.

The greatest injustice in the act 
—lowest. benefits for least insured 
earnings—also creates the greatest 
cause for the department's cramped 
bookkeeping machinery. This nec- 
essity for maintaining an account 
for everyone of 3,500,000—taxi work- 
ers who work on commission, wait- 
ers, much of whose earnings are 
from tips, building trades workers 
who have perhaps a score of em- 
ployers a year, staggered workers 
and numerous like arrangements— 
gives greatest cause for difficulties, 
delays and mistakes. 


BOOKKEEPING COMPLEXITIES 
In the same manner, as the week- 
ly amounts one gets depend upon 
earnings during the base year, 80 
the number of weeks one draws is 
related to earnings, and may be 
from one week to 16. Again those 
who had least employment get few- 
er weekly checks. This, again, is 
cause for more complexities in 
bookkeeping am delay in the ad- 
ministration machinery. 

Thus it is clear that every fea- 
ture of the Unemployment Insur- 
ance Act which labor regards as 
objectionable, brings also all those 
regylations that hamstring its ad- 
ministration. 

Spread the act's benefits, change 
its provisions so a worker can un- 
derstand it (as he has a right with- 
out being required to hire a lawyer), 
and smooth administration and 
prompt payments will be possible. 

The above are only a few of the 
basic objections that labor has 
raised. From them many other dim 
culties and injustices branch out.

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TELLS WHY HE 
INSISTED-UPON 
FULL PARDON 


Speaking over nation-wide 
network of the Columbia Broad- 
casting Company in the “We the 
People” program last night, Tom 
Mooney again told the world that 
he will devote “what is left” of his 
Ae to the cause of labor unity, de- 
mocracy and releasé of Warren K. 
Billings. 

Mooney'’s address follows in full: 

Twenty-two years ago in San 
Francisco someone threw a bomb 
during the Preparedness Day Pa- 
rade in 1916. For whoever com- 


have known I was innocent. When 
the then governor commuted my 
death sentence to life I insisted he 
restore the death penalty if he 
didn’t want to pardon me. 

I even preferred a lifetime of 
living death rather than parole. 
Parole was offered me. It would 
have meant physical freedom but 
it would have meant too, that in 
the eyes of the world I was merely 
a guilty man on parole. It would 
not have given me the vindication 
my own sure knowledge-of my m- 
nocence made me feel I must have. 
It would not have restored my 
American citizenship. I could not 
have taken freedom that way and 
been true to my principles and the 
cause which my case symbolizes. 

It is strange to be here tonight— 
strange to realize that when I 
awake tomorrow morning I will see 
not the four walls of the cell but 
a toom with curtains at the win- 
dows instead of bars. 

It is strange to realize that I can 
walk out of that room into the 


beautiful. Much of a man’s norma! 
life has been lost to me. 

When I went into San Quentin 
I was 34; when I came out into 
this world again Saturday I was 
56. Twenty-two years is a long time 
to be banished from the world—a 
long time. And yet those years 
have not all been wasted. My body 
was there but they could not im- 
prison my mind. .My mind has 
wandered all over the earth study- 
ing the things affecting other peo- 
ples, sharing their hopes, joys and 
struggles. 

I have tried to constantly keep 
abreast of the times y reading 
and by talking to the kind people 
who came to see me from all over 
the world. And so I have learned 
that even in a cell one can live and 
grow. And with this enriching 
‘knowledge has come something 
else—something of which I am 
proud; One of the happiest 
| thoughts that I have brought from 
prison is that my terrible experi- 
ence did not sour me and that I 
dear no personal malice toward the

in the unions who speak for the 
mass of workers who went through 
the ordeal of collecting benefits; 
from the over 4,000 workers engaged 
in the department's offices and fro 
the ynemployed organizations — 
explain why home relief rolls re- 
main high although insurance bene- 
fits are paid. 

Resolutions adopted by hundreds 
of unions, including the national 
and state bodies of the CIO ahd 
A. F. of L., agree that the funda- 
mental defect in the unemployment 
insurance act is in its very compli- 
cated character and the fact that it 
is based on lowest benefits to those 
who receive lowest wages and have 
the most unsteady employment. The 
anarchy in the act's administration 
and the inadequacy of its staff, it is 
generally agreed, is an important 
but secondary factor. 


PROGRESSIVE REVISION URGED 
In fact, investigation by labor and 


of the act along the lines proposed 
by progressives would make its ad- 
ministration easy and eliminate the 
possibility of a back-log and most 
of the other troubles. 

Between the complications of the 
law and the belt-line from any 
city to Albany, a worker has ab- 
solutely no chance. Thanks only to 
the unemployment departments of 
unions and similar agencies, have 
many been able to force “stream- 
lining” of action on claims, or 
hearings on complaints. 

Few workers have an opportunity 
to study and understand the maze 
Of fed-tape and crazy quilt of 
Clauses in the act. No worker, 
therefore, is in a position to know 
if he is entitled to benefits or not. 
He is advised to make his applica- 
tion anyway when unemployed, and 
wai: for an answer. Consequently 
hundreds of clerks, thumb the files 
a day and operate office machinery 
investigating hundreds of thousands 
of applications ineligible under the 
present law—wasting time that hey 
should be devoting to real claims. 

The worker is in no position to 
check upon the money the employer 
is paying on his insurance account. 
He can only find out when he is un- 
employed and learns of the resylt 
upon his application. If the em- 
Ployer neglected to pay, or, as is 
often the case, “chiseled,” it takes 
weeks and months to establish 
Claim through other proof.

For Company Unionism 


e The strategy of Big Business with regard 
to the Wagner Act should be understood by 
every trade unionist. It is not only to take 
away the safeguards that labor has won in 
its fight for collective bargaining, but to turn 
these safeguards into a sledge-hammer with 
which to destroy bona fide unionism. 

That is the essence of the amendments 
proposed by the American Bar Association, 
which, as is well known, is dominated by the 
attorneys for the most powerful open-shop 
corporations in America. 

One amendment would restrict the right 
to strike. Another would give the employer 
the right to call for an election (as if he 
would do so except when the union might be 
weak and he sees a chance to prevent collec- 
tive bargaining).
